A Longer Transition 

While the Polish election retums are en- 
lirely understandable, they are also disqui- 
eting.

having endured great hardship for many 
years, were now to abandon its harsh but 
essential reforms before they have had time 
to improve e's lives, 

Lech Walesa is an authentic national 
hero, and it is not hard to see why he got 
more votes than anyone else. But there was 
not much in his campaign. or in his previous 
career in Solidarity. to suggest that he is 
well equipped for the years of patient, intri- 
cate work required to the Polish 
economy. He has left the impression that 
his idea of democracy is a strong leader who 
overcomes all opposition to carry out per- 
sonally the will of the people — as he 
himself hears it. He is a charismatic leader, 
but also sentimental and erratic. It looks as 
though a lot of Poles voted for him to 
release them from the cold, unforgiving 
t's reforms. 


Poles unrealistically but understandably 
expected that the end of communism would 
instantly bring living standards up to West 
European levels. After decades of misdi- 
rected state investment, the most anyone 
should have expected was a long period of 
adjustment. Bravely, the Mazowiecki gov- 
ernment rushed forward with radical re- 
forms, squeezing household budgets and 
throwing thousands out of work. Now it 
has paid the price extracted when demo- 
cratic governments ask for sacrifice without 
showing convincing results. 

Only Poles can make the reforms succeed, 
but outsiders can help promote that success.

Who's Entitled to Go Nuclear? 

Of all the mixed messages President Bush 
has sent to justify preparing for war against 
Iraq. none is more compelling than the 
most recent: Nuclear capability may be 
within the grasp of Saddam Hussein. None 
of the other reasons — deterring aggression, 
protecting oil flow. or {most judicrous of 
all) saving American jobs —could be worth 
incalculable loss of life when the goals un- 
doubtedly would be accomplished mn time if 
the international pressure was kept on Iraq. 

But Saddam Hussein equipped with ou- 
clear weapons would change everything. 
and obviously he should be stopped if there 
15 any possible way. The question is. does 
the stated policy of the administration 
achieve this? The president continues to 
muntain, even after disclosing the nuclear 
threat, that war can be avoided if only 
Saddam will withdraw from Kuwait. 

Look it it from Saddam's perspective: if 


he is indeed on the verge of nuclear capabil- 
ity. common sense would dictate that he 
withdraw at once. That would presumably 
mollify Mr. Bush. The Iraqi could then 
Proceed apace with his nuclear develop- 
ment, then seize Kuwait again once his 
atomic arsenal is in place. The only way to 
destroy that capability is to destroy Sad- 
dam, and set up what would amount to a 
colonial government in Iraq.

Democracy Vowed at Jeddah Meeting 


Kuwaitis are continually reminding outsiders that, despite Saddam Hussein's 
original claim that his troops had been called into the sheikhdom by opponents 
of the ruling Sabah family, he has, in four months of occupation, been unable to 
find Kuwaiti allies. A recent conference confirmed Kuwaiti solidarity. 


Today, the steadfastness of the Ku- 
waiti people, despite the traumas of 
exile and the brutality of the Iraqi 
troops, is more solid than ever. 
United behind the Emir, Sheikh 
Jaber al-Ahmed al-Jaber al-Sabah, 
and the Crown Prince, Sheikh Saad 
al-Abdullah al-Salim al-Sabah, they 
are now planning for a democratic 
future in an independent Kuwait. 
The guidelines for this plan of 
action were laid down at a historic

conference of some 1.300 represen- 
tative Kuwaitis held in the Saudi 
coastal city of Jeddah Oct. 13-15. 
Addressing the delegates at the 
opening ceremony. the Crown 
Prince. who also serves as prime 
minister, placed particular empha- 
sis on ensuring greater participation 
for its citizens in a liberated Ku- 
wait. “Having been defended by 
each and every one of its citizens, it 
will be only natural for Kuwait to 
hold each and every one of them 
close to its bosom.” he said. “Guid- 
ed by the Constitution of 1962,” 
(some of whose articles were sus- 
pended in 1986), he added that 
“Kuwait will take the necessary 
measures to consolidate democracy 
and allow for more extensive partic- 
ipation on the part of the masses. 
This has been, and continues to be,” 
he maintained, “one of the objec- 
tives we are trying and doing our 
best to achieve.” 

Drawn from all segments of the 
indigenous population. including 
serving and former memibers of 
Parliament, the representatives re- 
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affirmed their commitment to the 
restoration of the legitimate - 
ment headed by the Sabah dynasty, 
which has ruled Kuwait for more 

two-and-one-half centuries, 
and to the implementation of all 
United Nations and Arab Summit 
resolutions condemning the inva- 
sion and occupation. 

“We declare to the entire world 
that we uphold the regime chosen 
by our people from its inception,” 
the final communiqué declares. Ad- 
amantly rejecting Saddam Hus- 
sein’s claims that the state of Ku- 
wait was illegally separated from 
the territory of Iraq, the representa- 
tives pointed out that the Sabah 
dynasty “antedated the existence of 
the Iraqi entity and [was] accepted 
by successive generations of Ku- 
waitis. We emphasize,” they went 
on to say, “that the Kuwaiti people, 
one and ail, men and women, old 
and young, stand solidly behind our 
legitimate leadership, whose true 
embodiment is the Emir and his 
Crown Prince.” 

Furthermore, rejecting any sug- 
gestions that territary be traded for 
peace, the representatives stated 
that “the sovereignty of Kuwait, its 
independence and territorial integ- 
rity cannot be subject to any bar- 
gaining or compromise.” Anything 
that falls short of the full implemen- 
tation of the resolutions adopted by 
the Arab League Emergency Sum- 
mit Conference held in Cairo on 
Aug. 10 and those passed by the 
UN Security Council since the inva- 
sion calling for an immediate and 
unconditional Iraqi withdrawal, the 
communiqué declares, is “categori- 
cally rejected.” 

Thanking “all the brotherly and 


friendly states and peoples” that 
have stood behind Kuwait rape 
the crisis, the representatives 
firmed “that the Kuwaiti people, 
and all its su ing generations, 
will forever remember with grati- 
tude and appreciation their honor- 
able and just stand.” 

The future Kuwait. the final 
communiqué declares, will be a 
constitutional democracy based on 
Islamic principles. Navonal unity 
and support for the legitimate gov- 
ernment, it states, “rest on the prin- 
ciple of taking counsel and on the 
people's participation under the na- 
tion’s Constitution of 1962 which,” 
it adds, “is considered to be the 
protective armor and essential guar- 
antee of the safety of the communi- 


“Adherence to Islam,” the com- 
muniqué insists. is a “foremost 
principle.” The future generation, it 
goes on to say. “should have an 
understanding of the view and 
standpoint of Islam on everything.” 
At the same time, the representa- 
tives agreed that the Kuwaiti people 
should “remain open-minded to the 
world and to all on-going develop- 
ments... and know how to coexist 
harmoniously with others and their 
concepts.” Young Kuwaitis, they 
add, should also have a “strong 
sense of belonging to Arab history, 
{expressing its] sentiments and su- 
perior interests.” Such a generation, 
the communiqué concludes. “would 
... believe in its human and civiliz- 
ing role.”

Poll Shows Support 
For Military Action 


Seventy percent of the ulation 
in Britain, Germany, France, Spain 
and Italy support the use of military 
force to make Iraq withdraw from 
Kuwait, according to a Gallup poll 
conducted in early October. Less 
than one in four people in the five 
countries oppose the use of such 
force, the poll 

Commissioned by the London- 
based Association for Free Kuwait 
and based on a telephone poll, the 
survey showed that three out of four 
respondents supported the use of 
military force to release the West- 
ern hostages held by Saddam Hus- 
sein, while seven out of 10 backed 
U.S. President Geoge Bush’s action 
in sending armed troops to Saudi 
Arabia and the Gulf. More than 
two-thirds, 68 percent. also sup- 
Ported the use of military force to 
Protect international access to the 
Tegion’s oil supplies. 

The five countries comprise 83 


percent of the total ulation in 
the 12 member states of the Europe- 
an Community. The British are the 
most “hawkish” in Europe, Gallup 
noted, with opinion there harden- 
ing since an earlier poll taken in 
September. The French were also 
very supportive of their govern- 
ment’s stance on the crisis, as were 
the Germans, the organization said. 
However, the polling showed that 
the Germans were reluctant to com- 
mit their troops given the current 
restrictions on military deployment 
in ther constitution. Su was 
weakest in the south. where 66 per- 
cent in Spain and 59 percent in Italy 
supported the use of military force 
to liberate Kuwait. However, when 
asked whether they approved of 
President Bush's actions in sending 
troops, 53 percent in Spain and 59 
etal in Italy replied affirmative- 
ly.
